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THE  1938-39  BREAD-GRAIN  CROP 

Estimates  of  the  1938-39  wheat  crop  of  43  countries,  not  including 
China  and  the  Soviet  Union,  total  4,353,769,000  "bushels,   according  to  the 
latest  information  received  by  the  Foreign  Agricultural  Service.  In 
1937-38,  the  same  countries  produced  3, 6g?  ,483,000  bulfhels,  and  their 
average  harvest  during  1925-26  through  1929-30  was  3 1 54 9, 020, 000 •  buShS-'  . 
els.    Almost  all  the  important  wheat-producing  regions  had  unusually 
large  crops  in  1938-39.    The  greatest  percentage  increase  over  1937-38 
occurred  in  the  Danube  Basin,  where  the  combined  outturn  of  Bulgaria, 
Hungary,  Rumania,  and  Yugoslavia  was  almost  a  third  larger  than  that  of 
the  year  before.    Marked  increases  were  also  reported  in  most  of  the 
other  European  countries;  in  France,  preliminary  returns  indicated  a 
gain  of  34  percent,  and  the  outturn  in  England  and  Wales  was  33  per- 
cent larger.    The  Canadian  crop  was  almost  double  that  of  the  previous 
season,  but  the  combined  harvest  of  the  United  States  and  Canada  was 
only  21  percent  larger  than  that  of  1937-38.     (For  table  giving  acre- 
age and  production  of  wheat,  see  page  62.) 

The  Southern  Hemisphere  crop  totaled  nearly  a  fourth  larger, 
despite  a  preliminary  figure  for  Australia  indicating  a  reduction  of 
23  percent  and  a  decline  of  8  percent  in  Uruguay.     Of  the  North  African 
countries,  Algeria  and  Tunis  had  smaller  crops,  but  Morocco  and  Egypt 
reported  slight  increases;  the  total  outturn  for  the  4  countries  was 
about  97  percent  of  their  1937-38  crop.    Japan's  1938-39  harvest  dropped 
about  10  percent,  but  the  crops  of  the  other  Asiatic  countries  reporting 
were  considerably  larger  tha.n  in  the  previous  season. 

The  1938-39  wheat  acreage  of  the  43  countries  reporting  was  only 
about  3  percent  larger  than  the.t  of  1937-38.     In  the  European  countries, 
where  production  totaled  about  20  percent  above  that  of  the  previous 
year,  there  was  a  slight  decline  in  the  acreage  reported,  and  a  reduction 
of  about  10  percent  occurred  in  the  North  African  countries.    The  largest 
increase  in  adreage  was  in  North  America,  where  there  was  a  gain  of 
about  7  percent,  and  the  Southern  Hemisphere  total  showed  almost  the 
same  expansion. 

The  total  1938-39  rye  crop  of  30  countries  reporting,  estimated 
at  1,056,586,000  bushels,  was  18  percent  larger  than  that  of  the  pre- 
vious season,  although  there  was  little  change  in  the  total  acreage. 
The  Danubian  countries  harvested  73,466,000  bushels  against  59,723,000 
bushels  in  1937-38,  a  gain  of  23  percent,  whereas  the  total  European 
outturn  was  17  percent  larger.     Increased  production  in  both  the 
United  States  and  Canada  brought  the  North  American  total  to 
66,027,000  bushels  as  compared  with  55,601,000  bushels  in  1937-38. 
In  the  Southern  Hemisphere,  the  Argentine  crop  was  placed  at  11,614,000 
bushels,  or  almost  4  times  the  small  outturn  of  the  year  before.  For

ARGENTINE  CORN  PROSPECTS  DECLINE 

The  first  official  estimate  of  the  1938-39  acreage  planted  to  corn 
in  Argentina  was  placed  at  13,343,000  acres,  according  to  a  cable  from 
Agricultural  Attache  P.  0.  Nyhus  at  Buenos  Aires,     This  compares  with 
15,318,000  acres  planted  in  1937-38  and  the  5-year  average,  1932-33  to 
1936-37,  of  16,566,000  acres.     Considerable  damage  has  been  suffered  in 
the  Corn  Zone  from  dry  weather  and  extreme  heat,  particularly  during  the 
first  part  of  January,  and  the  condition  of  the  crop  on  January  20  was  of- 
ficially reported  as  from  "poor  to  fair,"  instead  of  "fair"  as  previously 
reported.    The  areas  most  seriously  affected  are  in  Central  Santa  Fe,  the 
Province  of  Cordoba,  and  part  of  Entre  Rios,    On  the  basis  of  observa- 
tions made  on  a  recent  field  trip,  Mr.  Nyhus  did  not  expect  the  total  out- 
turn to  exceed  177,000,000  bushels  or  to  be  much  above  the  1937-38  crop  of 
174,163,000  bushels,  which  was  the  smallest  harvested  since  1917-18  and 
only  about  half  as  large  as  the  5-year  average  production  of  1932-33  to 
1936-37. 


JAPANESE  COTTON  SITUATION 

Raw  cotton  imports,  public  stocks,  and  mill  takings  in  Japan  now 
appear  normal  but  mill  consumption  and  exports  of  textiles  continue  below 
last  year,  according  to  a  radiogram  received  from  the  Shanghai  office  of 
the  Foreign  Agricultural  Service  based  on  a  monthly  cotton  report  by 
American  Consul  Walter  P.  McConaughy  at  Osaka,    The  imports  for  the  peri- 
od from  September  through  December  1938  amounted  to  978,359  bales,  com- 
pared with  340,462  bales  in  1937  and  1,213,200  bales  in  1936,

Japanese  cloth  exports  this  season  have  not  been  maintained.  For 
the  3  months,  September-November,  cloth  exports  declined  approximately 
20  percent  of  the  amount  exported  in  1937.     It  is  reported  that  this 
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decline  has  occurred  despite  the  fact  that  piece  goods  are  being  pro- 
duced and  sold  at  a  loss.     Strong  efforts  are  being  made  to  improve 
the.  export  .situation  by  attempting  to  further  increase  mill-operating 
and  marketing  efficiency.     The  preliminary  export  figure  for  November 
is  given  as  206 ,591, 000  .square  yards,  making  the  total  for  the  3  months,. 
September-November,  582, 6,77,000.  yards >  as  compared  with  716,346,000 
yards  for  the  same  period  the  preceding  year. 

Yarn  production,  including  mixed  fiber,  declined  approximately  30 
percent  for  the  4-month  period,  September-December,  compared  with  the 
production  during  this  period  a  year  earlier.    Production  of  pure  cot- 
ton yarn  for  November  and  December  stood  at  214,222  bales  of  400  pounds 
and  211,872  bales,   respectively,  with-  an  additional  production  of  8,311 
bales  and  12,712  bales  of  mixed  yarn  for  the  respective  periods.  Some 
observers  believe  that,  with  present  export  volume  and  authorized  domes- 
tic needs,   further  compulsory  or  voluntary  curtailment  of  production  by 
mills  will  be  necessary. 

A  proposal  has  been  made  to  transfer  a  large  percentage  of  idle 
cotton  spindles  from  Japan  to  China.     This  proposal  is  being  sponsored 
by  small  mills  but  is  opposed  by  the  large  mills  on  the  grounds  that 
it  would  set  up  a  competing  industry  on  the  Asiatic  mainland.

CATTLE  IMPORTS  INCREASE  IN  JANUARY 


In  the  period  January  1-28,  1939,  48,851  head  of  cattle  weighing 
700  pounds  or  more,  excluding  "dairy  cows,  wore  imported  into  the  United 
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States.     The  January  imports  represented  about  81  percent  of  the  quota 
of  60,000  head  established  for  any  calendar  quarter.     These  preliminary 
returns  indicate  that,   of  the  total  indicated,  25,681  head  came  from 
Canada,  and'  23,170  from  Mexico.     The  import  figures  quoted  are  all  subject 
to  revision. 

United  States  cattle  prices  in  January  were  considerably  higher 
than  those  of  a  year  ago,   especially  for  feeder  cattle.     In  that  class, 
the  January  prices  advanced  also  as  compared  with  December  1938  levels. 
It  appears  that  exporters  in  both  Canada  and  Mexico  held  back  shipments 
during  December  in  anticipation  of  the  reduction  on  January  1  from  2 
cents  to  1.5  cents  per  pound  in  the  United  States  import  duty  on  cattle 
in  that  class.     Delayed  shipments  are  indicated  by  the  fact  that,  while 
United  States  cattle  prices  in  December  were  higher  than  in  November, 
the  December  imports  totaled  10,842  head  against  2^,266  head  imported 
in  November.     Imports  in  January  1938,  when  cattle  prices  were  relatively 
low,   totaled  8,074  head. 

Before  the  end  of  January,   the  rate  of  imports  tended  to  decline, 
especially  in  cattle  from  Mexico.     That  country  continues  to  enforce  the 
regulation  imposed  in  December  requiring  special  permits  for  the  export- 
ing of  cattle.     The  smaller  receipts  from  Mexico  developed  in  spite  of 
the  upward  trend  in  United  States  prices  of  feeder  cattle.     Prices  of  the 
grades  of  slaughter  cattle  usually  imported  from  Canada  did  not  advance 
during  January,  and  indications  arc  for  larger  domestic  marketings  of 
fed  cattle  in  the  United  States,

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LONDON  J£00L_  SALES_  HAVE  FIRMER  TONE 

The  general  tone  of  the  current  London  wool  sales  Was  somewhat 
stronger  by  January  27  than  at  the  opening  on  January  17,  according  to 
cabled  advices  from  the  London  office  of  the  If o reign  Agricultural  Service. 
Prices  made  no  outstanding  advances,  but  there  was  no  tendency  to  decline. 
Purchases  by  France,  Germany,  Czechoslovakia.-,  Poland,  and  Switzerland 
were  largely  of  merinos.     British  buyers,  however,  were  interested  chiefly 
in  crossbreds,  and'  also  took  a  large  share  of  the  sales  of  warp  merinos. 

The  British  wool  trade  has  continued  to  be  encouraged  with  respect 
to  the  firmness  of  raw-material  values,  according  to  mid- January  reports 
from  Consul  E.  E.  Evans  at  Bradford.    Prices  realized  at  sales  in ^ New 
Zealand  and  Australia  for  most  descriptions  have  been  well  maintained. 
Trade  reports  indicate  that  the  generally  firm  tone  in  Australia  this 
season  has  prevailed  despite  the  fact  that  sales  of  how-clip  wool  in  the 
Jul v- December  1938  ueriod  were  nearly  80,000  bales  larger  than  in  the 
comparable  1337  period,  and  that  a  substantial  amount  of  wool  from  last 
season's  clip  also  has  teen  sold.
